Applicants' arguments regarding the 112, 2 nd and 1 st rejections which were

1 1/503,836 has also been withdrawn. It is noted that the present application was filed 
prior to application 1 1/503,836 which is still under rejection. Accordingly, since this is 
the sole remaining issue in the present application, no terminal disclaimer is required 
and the present claims are allowed.
